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A especial section of the Far Hast Informbureau will soon be estz.blished witha oX 1X6 
the Tasa Hewes Agency in Shanghal. This soction will act independently of the 
management of the local Tass office but will be officially part of Taes. This 
section will oe under a apéecial appointee of Lezovsky. ‘Tho new Lozoveky-appeinted 
personnel are expected to arrive on the next repatriation ship coming to Shanghai. 
After their arrival the new section will start functioning. 


2. The Informbureau in ite present. form is one of the most powerful Soviet informa- 
Sion organizations, to which ever Taaa is subordinated. After the arrival of 
the new Informburean pereonnel in Shanghai, radical changes in ‘he local strue- 
ture of Tass are expected and special attention will be paid to “he Chinese and 
4nerican section of Tass. 


3. lLozoveky hae already expressed his diseatisfection with the Sha: ghai Tasa office 
because more attention has been paid to general news than to “special information."

‘the present time rezerdlesa of what hay finslly hacen to him in the USSR. 
Klerin expects chaotic conditions in Shanchai and feele thet forc-igners, ce- 
pectally Ru-sinnse, voth Sovict and euigre, -will be subject to repreeston and 
privation. Klarin bases this belief on whst he claims as "“Antinsite informe tion 
from top Soviet officials in Shanghai" who have reportedly told hin thet they 
are prepared to send their families to the USSR soon. 


The extension of Losovsky's activity to Shanghai by the establishment of an 
Infornburenu section in the local Tass office represents evidences that Kascow 

is eXpecting a showdown in the Far Zast soon and that the USSR is interested in 
covering the inpressions, feelings and intentions of various groiuss in China 

at arly Shanghai when this new action by Hoscow is atarted.
